World production, trade, and con- 
sumption of fats and olls have in- 
creased materially during the past 
four decades, Expansion in demand 
has been due in part, to increased 
population and, in part. to technolo- 
gical developments leading to increas 
ed per capita utilization, particularly 
of vegetable oils and whole oil. Dur- 
ing World War II, blockades, enemy 
occupation of producing areas, and 
inadequate shipping seriously cur- 


ely smell, whereas the demand is 
strong. Total. world production of 
visible fats and oils available for 
consumption in 1946 is estimated to 
be about 20 per cent smaller than 
the pre-war 1985-39 average of 
21,600,000 tons, The total quantity 
available for international trade in 
1946 ig estimated at about 3 million 
short-tons as compared, with 6-5 
million tons, the average amount 
moving annually from original sourc- 
es during 1935-39. 

Fats and oils available for con- 
sumption in 1946 are those obtained 
largely from the oilseed crops and 
olives harvested in 1945, and from 
animal fats, marine oils, and palm 
oils fromm the current year’s produc- 
tion. 

The various*fat and oil commodi- 
ties included in the estimated world 
production are: 

Edible fats—soybeans, sunflower 
seed, peanuts, cottonseed, olive oil, 
and sesame seed, 

Palm oils—Copra, palm kernels, 
palm oil, and Babassu kernels.

:_ We fully realize that the educational standards of to- 
‘day are way ahead of what Alberta has ever experienced 
in the Leeks Better education means more money — spent

t trend in view we might stop to ask just. 


where the money is coming from. see 
’ Surely: the local taxpayers in any given district have 
had enough. Just how much more they can stand is the 
nestion looming large in the minds of most School 
tees at the p ttime. = ‘ 

The Trustees Association have been calling. to_ the 
Provincial Government for greater assistance. They 
pointed out that the liquor revenue for the province is 
more than twice what they are spending for education. 

Other important facts were ven. such as the per 
eapita s nthe for education. ay it is approximately 
$6.00, while ten years ago it was $3.30. The percentage of 
total revenue deyoted to education has actually gone 
down from 12.3% in 1936-37 to 11,7% in 1945-46. 

The actual school nts from the provincial govern- 
ment has increased during the years, but due té*higher 
teacher wages that have had to be paid the incerase in 
grants have been more than offset. 

We are not advocating lowering teachers wages, , as 
-they in most cases are not sufficiently high as it is. 
Teaching should be looked upon as a profession and 
should be poe accordingly. At present there are some 
teachers who could obtain at in better paying 
fields who have decided to stick by their profession mer- 
ely because of the need of teachers to fill the vacancies. 
For bag Sh do know of one teacher who spent 19 
years teaching school who is now truck driving because 
of better pay: This is a very unhealthy state of affairs as 
in that way we ate not obtaining the best qualifications 
to fill the place of moulding our childrens thoughts and 
actions. ; 


The Teachers Association realize this, hence there — 


argument for higher salaries so that more and more 
highly trained persons will follow the profession. _ 
ne might argue, ‘‘What difference does it make juat 
who pays the taxes and how much, for if the taxes are 
collected in Alberta whether it be town or village, mun- 


- icipal or provincial agencies doing the collecting, the 


people of Alberta will have to pay the bill. This Js true to 
a sense but by larger revenues from the larger” govern- 
ments it would mean a more equal distribution of school 
taxes. 

An example could be given: Suppose a man who is 
making a sal. of $3000.00 yearly rents a house in 
Wainwright- 
$4.00 Poll Tax which is used for school ger rie 
Another man who makes a yearly salary of $1500.00 
lives in a house he owns in Wainwright valued at 1000.00 
he pays in direct school taxes something in the neighbor- 
hood of $28.00. Does this seem fair? If this is the fairest 
ie then we fail to see it-

' this way, as we see it is the only fair way to equalize the 


load, 

What is to be done in the future we are not prepared 
to aor but it is only too plain that something should, and 
in all probability, will have to be done. School costs are 
mounting each year and unless some relief is given to the 
ratepayer on land and improvement tax there is no tel- 
ling just where this practise is going to stop. 

In Saskatchewan there is a direct 2% levie on purchas- 
es and.this is called an’ Educational Tax- Like most gov- 
ernments once a new tax is imposed they sometimes for- 
get the meaning of the name and the money so derived 
goes astray to other various needs of governmental wel- 

are. 

’ A striking example of this in our own province is the 
motor and gasoline taxes that this province collects. Or- 
iginally they were intended to build and improve roads. 
but everyone has seen the haphazard result of this. We do 
not advocate a special levy for educational purposes as 
in itself it is a nuicense tax catsing- much confusion and 


headache to the merchants. 


We have no conclusive suggestions to offer, but one 
thing is certain, a change in school financing and . tax 
collections are long overdue. Just how, when or where 
they will be brought about is a big question. A question 
which must be answered soon.
